Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  report  on  the  health  of 
the  Borough  for  the  year  1945°  I  very  much  regret  the  delay  in  the 
publication  of  the  report  but,  owing  to  frequent  changes  in  the 
clerical  staff  in  the  Department,  this  has  been  unavoidable. 

During  the  year  there  were  463  deaths,  giving  a  death  rate  of 
11.9  per  1,000  population  as  compared  with  13.3  in  1944. 

There  was  a  slight  decline  in  the  number  of  births  during  the 
year,  the  birth  rate  being  16.4  per  1,000  population  as  compared  with 
18.4  in  1 944o  The  Infantile  Mortality  for  the  year  was  38,2  per 

1,000  live  births,  as  compared  with  6 1.3  for  1944. 

The  number  of  attendances  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  during 
I94.3  was  11,494  compared  with  12,826  during  the  previous  year. Despite 


this  small  decrease  in  attendances  the  clinics  remain  popular  and 
considerable  interest  is  taken  by  the  mothers  attending.  The 
distribution  of  cod-liver  oil  and  fruit  Juices  was  continued  at  all 
the  clinics  and  I  am  informed  by  the  Pood  Executive  Officer  that 
39 ? 852  bottles  of  orange  Juice,  6,6 32  bottles  of  cod-liver  oil  and 


1,636  packets  of  Vitamins  A  and  D  tablets  were  issued  dhv'.ng  the  year. 

Work  in  connection  with  Diphtheria  Immunisation  was  continued 
during  the  year,  356  children  under  5  years  of  age  being  immunised 
and  105  children  received  treatment  against  Whooping  Cough,  A  new 
scheme  for  Diphtheria  Immunisation  is  now  in  operation  and  ensures 
that  all  children  are  given  the  opportunity  of  taking  advantage  of 
these  facilities.  Literature  and  invitations  to  bring  the  child  for 
immunisation  is  sent  to  each  child  in  the  form  of  a  birthday  card  on 
its  first  birthday. 
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Considerable  improvements  were  carried  out  in  connection  with 
the  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  at  Victoria  House  during  the  year.  This 
clinic,  originally  on  the  first  floor,  was  opened  on  the  ground 
floor  where  the  accommodation  gives  considerably  more  scope  for  the 
efficient  running  of  the  clinic.  The  opening  of  the  clinic  on  the 
ground  floor  included  film  shows  which  were  very  sparsely  attended 
and  proved  the  advantage  of  personal  contact  by  Health  Visitors  over 
film  shows. 

Approximately  of  expectant  mothers  attended  the  Ante-Natal 
Clinics,  making  a  total  of  407A  attendances  during  the  year. 

The  Emergency  .or  ’Plying  Squad’  Unit  organised  by  St.  Mary's 
Hospital  continued  to  give  efficient  service  during  the  year. 

The  Lancashire  County  Council  Scheme  for  the  Care  of  Illegit¬ 
imate  Children  was  adopted  by  this  Authority  during  19A5,  and  has 
subsequently  been  found  to  be  of  considerable  benefit  to  both  mother 
and  child. 

Full  use  was  made  of  the  two  war-time  Day  Nurseries  during  tte 
year,  the  attendances  being  well  maintained  throughout. No  epidemics 
of  infectious  diseases  occurred  and  the  health  of  the  children  was 
exceptionally  good. 

Two  probationers  completed  their  two  years’  training  at  West 
Dene  Nursery  in  May  and  both  were  successful  in  obtaining  the  Dip¬ 
loma  of  the  National  Society  of  Children's  Nurseries. 

A  statistical  report  on  the  attendances  at  the  nurseries  is 
included  on  page  3®  of  this  report. 

Once  again  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  and  thanks  to  the 
faithful  band  of  ladies  who  have  voluntarily  given  so  much  of  their 
valuable  time  in  assisting  the  Health  Visitors  at  the  Welfare  Clin¬ 
ics,  for  vdthout  the  help  of  these  ladies  it  would  have  been  imp¬ 
ossible  to  cope  with  the  exceptionally  large  attendances. 

In  conclusion  I  should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  ex¬ 
pressing  my  thanks  to  the  Health  Committee  and  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Committee  for  their  help  and  kind  consideration,  to  my 
colleagues  of  other  Departments  for  their  co-operation  and  to  my 
staff  for  their  loyal  support.

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  wish  to  present  my  report  on  the  Cleansing  work  in  the  Borough 
during  the  year  1945. 

All  refuse  has  been  disposed  of  by  "Controlled  Tipping " , the  Nelson 
Fold  site  being  used  throughout  the  year. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  the  labour  problem  became  less 
acute  with  the  result  that  the  time  between  each  emptying  of  ashbins  was 
reduced  to  8  or  9  days. 

It  will  be  necessary  for  an  additional  vehicle  to  be  purchased  in 
the  near  future  to  be  able  to  give  a  weekly  service  through  the  district. 

Waste  Food  Collection.  A  Direction  was  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Supply 
stating  that  on  and  after  the  20th  March  1944  all  waste  food  must  be 
taken  to  Bolton  Corporation  Processing  Plant  for  which  they  pay  to  this 
Corporation  30/ -  per  ton  plus  2/3  for  excess  mileage  over  five  miles. 
During  the  year  246  tons  10  cwts.  were  collected  for  which  £397.  9.  10. 
has  been  received.  The  quantity  collected  is  a  slight  increase  upon 

the  previous  year. 

Salvage.  The  amount  of  salvage  collected  is  shewn  in  Table  XXV.  The 

revenue  from  this  source  yielded  £1 ,143.  5.  8.  The  total  revenue  from 
all  sources  was  £1,540.  15.  6. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee,  and  all  the  men  of  the  outdoor  staff  engaged  on  clean¬ 
sing  work,  for  their  assistance  during  the  year.

Rats  and  Mice  Destruction  Act  1919 


Of  99  complaints  received,  the  presence  of  rata  was  confirmed 
in  58  instances  and  31  treatments  were  carried  out  by  the  Corporation 
undei  the  Scheme. 

The  number  of  rats  killed,  estimated  by  the  Ministry  of  Pood 
Formula,  was  j6l  ,  and  42  dead  bodies  were  recovered. 
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
